Bernie Sanders on Wednesday 
announced he will continue his 
campaign for president after dis- 
appointing losses in a slate of state 
primaries, vowing to participate 
in a debate this weekend with Joe 
Biden. 

“Last night, obviously, was not 
a good night for our campaign 
from a delegate point of view,” 
Sanders acknowledged in an ad- 
dress delivered from his campaign 
headquarters in Burlington, Vt. 

But “while we are currently 
losing the delegate count” in the 
race for the Democratic nomina- 
tion, “we are strongly winning in 
two enormously important areas, 
which will determine the future 
of our country,” Sanders said, 
claiming broad public support for 
his proposals and noting the lack 
of enthusiasm Biden has elicited 
among younger voters. 

Sanders then challenged Biden 
to prove he can offer those voters 
solutions to a host of key policy 
questions during a televised de- 
bate on Sunday in Phoenix, where 
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Bernie Sanders has a history of 
sticking around despite hurdles 
and setbacks, including a heart 
attack.

Speaker Nancy Pelosi is set to 
unveil sweeping legislation to 
provide protections for Americans 
who might be directly affected by 
the novel coronavirus, ameasure 
that has quickly gained steam as 
Democrats attempt to work with 
the Trump administration to pass 
the legislation Thursday. 

The details of the legislative 
package are close to being final- 
ized and will include provisions 
targeting hourly workers who 
would be especially hard-hit if 
forced to self-quarantine as well 
as provisions to ensure workers 
won’t be penalized for taking 
sick days. 

House Democrats briefed on 
the package described it as com- 
prehensive, with provisions like 
paid sick leave, Medicaid reim- 
bursement for hospitals and un- 
employment insurance, as well 
as health-related protections like 
price- gouging prohibitions and 
widespread free testing.
